Dynamite Bombs 
Set in Road fo Kill

Tarrytown, N. Y., Nov. 21—A plot to 
kill John D. Archbold, president of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
was frustrated by the finding of a dyna- 
mite bomb in the wheel rut of a roadway 
on his estate here leading from the finan- 
cier’s home, in the opinion of Chief of 
Police William J. Bowles. 
The bomb consisted of four sticks of 
dynamite with wires and percussion caps, 
and Chief Bowles said tonight he belie ved 
the plan was to blow up Mr. Archbold 
in his automobile as he was riding over 


from his home. 
Slightest Impact Meant Blast. 
The dynamite, wire and caps, which 
were found by John Walquist, superin- 
tendent of Mr. Archbold's estate, were 
wrapped in dark yellow paper. Chief 
Bowles said it Was all so arranged that 
the slightest impact would explode the 
dynamite. 
Chief Bowles declared the person who 
placed the explosive was familiar with 
the route taken by Mr. Archbold when 
Griving from his home to the dock on the 
Hudson river, where he boarded his yacht, 
the Vixen, for the trip to New York.

Violence in the garment workers’ strike 
claimed a second life yesterday. 

Michael Guszkowski, a young union 
tailor, was dragged from a saloon at 


11801 West Division street late Saturday 


night by eight men, who kicked and 
clubbed him into unconsciousness on the 
sidewalk. He died early yesterday. 
According to the police and his rela- 
tives, the assailants were garment strik- 
ers, members of the Amaigamated—the 
Same organization to which Gusskowski 
had been paying a tithe of his wages for 
strike benefits. 

There are a number of police theories as 
to why Guezgkowski was killed, viz.: 


Mistaken by Amalgamated 
sluggers for a strikebreaker. 
Slain for playing pool with a 
strikebreaker. 
_ . Saspected as a apy for the 
employers or the United Gar-_. 
ment Workers—the “ regular” 
union, whose members are not 
on strike. 


Hillman Denies Union Attack. . 
Stdney Hillman, president of the strike 
ing Garment Workers’ union, said he did 
not believe the crime was committed by 
strikers. 

The police, however, have three strikers 
under arrest, two of whom, they may, 
have admitted taking part in the assault. 
Une of these is John Lawcian of 1803 
Emerson street. The other fs either 
Nicholas Lotosiki of 938 North Robey 
street or Tony Bojko of the same address, 
the other suspect held. Lieut Michael J. 
Loftus of the Rawson street station re- 
fused to say which one had confessed 
besides Lawcian. He also refused todis- 
cloge the name of the man who is said to 
have inflicted the fatal injury by beating 
Guszkowski over the head with a bil- 
Mard cue. 

Police Have Others’ Names. _ 

“ We have the names of ali the others 
and expect to have them in custody in 
short order,” he said. “ That's why we 
can't give thefr names now. Laweian 
and one of the others admit they took part 
In the assault on Guszkowski, but deny 
they wielded the cue.” 
The first murder of the strike occurred 
at Harrison and Halsted streets, near the 
strike headquarters, on Oct. 12, when 
Semuel Kapper, a deaf and dumb striker, 
was shot down by one of several men. 
Tony Panichi, accused of the shooting, 
was discharged by Judge Mahoney only 
three days ago on the ground he fired 
when believing his life in danger from 
slugging. ! 

Married Only Four Months. 

In the new cage the victim was a bride- 
groom of only four months. Guszkowski 
came to America three years ago from 
Austria when he was 20 years old. He 
obtained employment as a tailor in a shop 
conducted by Caarnecki & Gueskowski at 


one of his employers, was a relative.

Story of the Attack. 

Theodore Pytel of 1073 North Pauline 
street, brother-in-law of the victim, isa 
nonunion tailor said to be working for 
Kuppenheimer @ Co. 
On Saturday night Guazskowski, Pytel, 
and Roman Cygan of 1367 Erie stret, an- 
ether brother-in-law, went to the mloon 
of Michael Kerdell at 1801 West Division 
street to play pool. A short distangeaway, 
at Wood and Blucher streets, is the Jew- 
igh Alliance hall, where a dance was in 
progress for the benefit of the strike fund. 
Dances are held almost nightly there to 
aid the strikers.

Oct. 26 in a riot at Harrison and Halsted 
streets. Kapper was @ deaf mute, and 
was on picket duty for the striking gar- 
‘ment workers, In the same fight Samuel 
‘Siegel, of 1115 South Loomis street and. 
William Whelan, a blacksmith. of 2124 
West Harrison street, were struck by 
bullets. 

Tony Panichi, hie wife, Anne Panichi, 
and his brother, Joseph Panichi, were ar- 
rested and charged with the slaying. A 
coroner’s jury composed of four minis- 
ters and two business men found thet 
Kapper wes slain by a builet Sred by 
one of the three, but added that the 
Panichis believed themeelves in peril of 
their lives. | 

At the trial of Mrs. Anna Panichi it was 
asserted that girl strikers epft'in her face 
jand that Samuel Kapper attacked and 
struck at\ her when she and her husbend 
refused to join the strike. Witnesses said 
-that- Mrs. Panichi drew a revolver, but. 
that her husband took it from her and 
‘fired himself. Other witnesses asserted 
that Kapper, being unable, to talk, had | 
‘taken hold of Mrs. Panichi to persuade 
her not to continue at work. and that she 
construed this as an assault. Mrs. Panichi 
wes acquitted, and her husband also was 
released Saturday by Judge Mahoney. 

The killing occurred the day following 
the order of the city council! to the police 
department to withdraw the special officer 
commissions from private police employed 
by the garment manufacturers. Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Schuettier said that 
the strikers had been emboldened by the 
attitude of the city council, which he de- 
clared was indirectly responsible for the 
Kapper murder.

According to Pytel, he heard Gusz- 
kowski shout that he was a union man, 
but his assailants paid no heed They 
hurled him to the sidewalk and began 
kicking him. One man, who had grabbed 


Pystel, in the meantime, had succeeded in | 
tripping his attackers ami fied. 


Carried to Friend’s Home. 

When Guszkowski ceased to strugsie 
his assailants scattered. Pytel and Cy- 
gan then returned and carried the uncon- ‘ 
acious man to the former’s home in North 
Paulina street. Dr. C. H. Solomon of 
1048 North Ashland avenue was sum- 
moned. According to relatives of the 
victim, the physician arrived shortly 
before 1 o'clock, dressed Guezkowski's 
injuries and went away saying that the 
tailor would be all right in a couple of 
weeks. The physician again was called 
to the house at 2 o'clock but Guszkowski 
was dead when he arrived. 

“*Tt was about 12:45 when I first went to 
the house,’ said Dr. Solomon. “ Gusz-/}: 
kowski-~was unconscious. He did not re- 
gain consciousness before he died. He 
had lost considerable blood from a num- 
ber of deep scalp wounds which appeared 
to have been inflicted with some blunt 
instrument. It appeared his skull had 
been fractured near the base. I stopped 
the flow of blodd, sewed up the wounds 
and left. I do not think immediate med- | 
ical attention could heave saved his life. 
He had been beaten too severely.” | 

The young widow of the victim did not 
learn of her husband’s death until her 
sister came to bring the news in the morn- 
ing. She had kept awake al! night wait- 
ing for Guszkowski’s return. She fetenee., 


Statement by Hillman. 

“That union men should murder union 
men ‘s ridiculous on the face of it,’’ said 
President Hillman. “I haven't had a 
chance to investigate this case, but it is 
a regrettable occurrence, no matter who 
is responsible. Word of it was not 
brought to me until I was informed by the 
newspapers. I do not think it will be 
found union men were responsible. At 
all events it should awaken the public to 
demand arbitration and avert more mur- 
ders of this sort.” 

First Deputy Herman Schuettler char- 
acterized the slaying as “ another out- 
break of lawhessness that has marked the 
strike from its beginning.” 

“ This latest murder proves our conten- 
tion all along that the strikers are out to 
beat people up,’’ said the first deputy. 
“Slugging in the garment workers’ 
strike is still going on and the strikers 
are doing practicaliy all of it. I’ve gone 
over the situation thoroughly and know 
what I say is true. Their hobby is win- 
dow smashing, and much of their work 
is done after midnight. Our force is 
taxed;to the limit to guard shops during 
the G@a@ytimre and we can't put a police- 
man in every house and pool room to pre- 
serve order.’’ 


Shouted He Was Union Man. | 

Cygan, who stayed in the saloon long 
enough to see Guszkowski being beaten 
~while he lay on the sidewalk, insisted that 
Guszkowski had Tr he was a onion 
maettns 

” They came in the Ae ~ said Crees, 

“and the fellow who bad hooked in first 
said, ‘ There they are.’ They came at us. 
I ducked back and they didn’t come efter 
me, but went for Pytel and Guszkowski. 
They commenced dragging Pytel toward 
the door. ‘ What are you after me for?’ 
Guszkowski asked them. ‘I’m a union 
man. I’m working ina union shop.’ They 
dragged Pytel out first, but I saw him 
whirl the men around and get away. 
Most of them jumped on Guszkowski. 
They threw him down and kicked him, 
and the man with the cue would swing 
with all his might. I could hear the blows 
from where I was.” 


Cousin Gives His. Theory. 

Harry Guszkowski, a cousin of the vic- 
tim, d@tlared ‘he believed that Michael 
was killed because he was fraternizing 
and playing pool with a strikebreaker,. 

“ L'was told Michael shouted he was a 
union man, but that those fellows told | 
him he ought to be beaten up for playing 
with a nonunion man,"’ said Gusskowski. 
“ He-was a good union man and paid his 
dues regulariy. He was saving his money 
to start a tailor shop of his own. He sent 
money home to his widowed mother, too. 
That is why his wife was working. She 
iz only 21. Why, I know Micheel paid the 
union $4 on Friday. It’s ajshame the way 
those strikers carry on.”’ 

Kordell, the saloonkeeper, stood by and 
Watched the gang drag the two men from 
his place and club one of them to death 


reecue or call the police. Not a police- 
man could be found in the neighborhood 
by Pyte!l or Cygan. What with having to 
guard more than sixty shops during the 
daytime, as well as night, so few patrol- 
men are available for duty in certain 
districts on the northwest side that one 
policeman is expected to travel a beat 
more than twice the size under ordinary 
conditions. 


Afraid to Interfere. 

“TI couldn't interfere with those men,” 
said Kordell. “‘ There were eight of them, 
and I didn't know who they were. 1 
didn’t know at first whether they were 
coming in there to shoot up the place and 
rob me or not. When I saw them go 
after this fellow Pytei and Guszkowski I 
thought they were strikers and that there 
was some quarrel or trouble between 
them. None of them was known tome. I 
didn't call the police because I saw one 
man get away and the other was carried 
off. I didn’t suppose he had been badly 
hurt, and, besides; the fellows scattered 
go quickly the police couldn't have found 
them when they got here.” 

Cygan went to the station following the 
arrests and identified Lawcian as one of 
the ‘assailants. He was not so positive 
about the other two men held. 


Positive Men Were Strikers. 
“I’m positive the men who did this job 
were union strikers,”’ said Lieut. Loftus. 
‘There can be no doubt of it. We have 
had a number of witinesses in here and 
questioned them. Those fellows came 
from that dance hallupthere. They were 
looking for trouble. I don’t believe they 
went in there to get anybody in particu- 
lar, but just to beat up any nonunion man 
or sympathizer they happened to see. 

“ One of the men under arrest says Gusz- 
kowskf was beaten because he was witb 
his brother-in-law, who ie a strike break- 
er. Another says they didn’t intend to 
get him at all, but wanted Pytel. and got 
the wrong man. It may be they went for 
Pytel and were so sore when he got away 
they turned on Guszkowski. We know 
who struck Guszkowski over the head ' 
with a cue. It was the cue that caused 
death. None of those we have got now 
used the cue. Two of them admit kick- 
ing him.”

BURGLARIES INCREASED _ 
35 PER CENT THIS YEAR.

The industry and technique of Chicago 
burglars have shown great improvement 
during 1915. For five months, May to 
September, inclusive, an increase of 97% 
burglaries, or approximately 35 per cent 
is shown over the same months of 1014. 
Previously 1914 was the banner year. 
For five months a total of 3,862 burglaries 
were recorded by the police. This num- 
ber is in excess of all burglaries reported 
in 1907 or 1908. It does not include, either,

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LANE TELLS OF INCREASE 
IN PRODUCTION OF RADIUM. 


Secretary of Interior Explains How 


Bureau of Mines Has Advanced 
Use of Valuable Material. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special., } 
—Secretary of the Interior Lane, throug! 
the bureau of mines, has made public the 
methods whereby the bureau has been 
able to produce radium for less than one- 
third its present selling price. 

The cost of radium at the Denver ex- 
periment station of the bureau, including 
the higher cost of the first experimental 
work, was $37,000 for each gram of 
radium metal. The market price of radi- 
um for the last twoor three years, accord- 
ing to the bureau of mines, has been from 
$120,000 to $160,000 a gram. 

** The result of the ability of the bureau 
of mines to produce radium for $37,000 a 
gram,’ said Secretary Lane, “* has made 
it possible for two great hospitals in the 
country to obtain a goodly supply of 
radium for use in the treatment of cancer 

“The bureau of mines produced this 
radium in codperation with what is 
known as the National Radium institute, 
which was organized for the purpose of 
studying the curative properties of radi- 
um, and not for private gain. 

“At this time, there were sixteen to 
twenty grams of radium contracted for 
abroad, chiefly in.Germany, at prices 
above $120,000 a gram. Seemingly the 
war has not affecied the market price, but 
simply the amount produced.”’

—Germany has agreed to pay to the Unit- 
| ed States an indemnity for the-115-Ameri- 
‘can lves lost when the Lusitania was 
‘torpedoed by @ Gerinan submarine last 
| May. Germapy, however, refuses, to 
| apologize to the: United States for the 
sinking of the liner. ° 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent received 

this information todey from a source of 
unimpeachable authority. It transpires 
that Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, offered the indemnity at his 
conference with Secretary of State Lan- 
‘sing last week. At the same time he 
transmitted the refusal of the German 
government to make the disavowal de-' 
manded by President Wilson. It is 
said by persons conversant with the 
Lusitania negotiations that the Berlin 
government is seeking to unload some of 
the moral responsibility on Great Britian. 


Appeal to Victims’ Families. 

it is stated that families which lost 
members on the Lusitania have been ap- 
proached by emissaries of the German 
government with a proposal to sign a 
statement that they regdrd the British 
government fully as liable as Germany 
for the killing of American passengers on 
the liner. The Germans maintain that 
Great Britain shares in the responsibility 
for the destruction of the Lusitania be- 
cause the British government insisted on 
transporting war munitions on a passen- 
ger versel carrying Americans. 

In One instance, it is alleged that a 
father and mother who lost a son on the 
Lusitania were informed by the German 
emigsary: that if they would sign the 
declaration stating that the British gov- 
ernment Was equally as responsible as 
Germany they could namé the amount of 
indemnity for the loss of their son and it 
would be paid at once by a high German 
official in the country. The couple 
showed the agent the door. 


No Reserve in Reparation. 

It transpires that the offer to pay an in- 
demnity for the 115 Americans lost on the 
Lusitania wae made to Mr. Lansing by 
Count von Bernstorff without reéserva- 
tion. No question of arbitration is ‘in- 
volved in the phase of the matter pertain- 
ing to reparation. Germany is prepared 
to pay an indemnity to the United States 
regardiesa of the disputed question of the 
justification of the submarine commander 
in torpedoing the liner without warn- 
ing. , 
The German governed. according to 
the ambassador, takes the position that 
in. destroying the Lusitania it had no in- 
tention of injuring Americans, and re- 
grets that apy citizens of the United 
States lost their lives. As an earnest 
of its attitude toward the United States 
the German government offers such 
measure of reparation as @ money in- 
demnity affords. 

The ambassador and the secretary of 
state did not discuss the amount of the 
proposed indemnity. It is known, how- 
ever, that the German government con- 
templates an offer of $5,000 for each 
American life lost—a total of $575,000, 


Want a Disavowal First. 

The reason that Secretary Lansing and 
Count vonBernstorff did not enter upon 
a discussion of the amount of the in- 
demnity offered also has been disclosed. 
The president, it appears, is averse to 
accepting a money setthement until Ger- 
many makes a disavowal. 

Germany insists that it was justified in 
torpedoing the Lusitania,-on the ground 
that the act was a legitimate reprisal 
upon Great Britain in retaliation for the 
atarvation blockade, which Mr. Lansing 
himself has pronounced “ illegal and in- 
defensibie.”’ 

Germany admits that the orders to sub- 
marine commanders at that time were to 
torpedo all British vessels on sight with- 
out warning. Under the circumstances, 
Count von Bernstorff informed Secretary 
Laneing, the German government cannot 
give a disavowal or apology. Germany is 
willing to submit to arbitration the ques- 
tion of the justification of the attack. If 
an impartial tribunal should sustain the 
contentions of President Wilson Germany 

would apologize.

MORE UREAS. 
ALBUMINURIA. 


N albuminuria the urine contains al- 
bumin in solution. Afbuminuria is 
one of the two best signs of Bright's 
disease. However, In some cases of 
Bright's disease albuminuria is not 
present all the time. What is of just as 
much consequence, albuminuria may be 
present without Bright's disease. 

There is a form of albuminuria not due 
to Bright's disease in which assuming 
the upright position causes albumin to 
appear in the urine. The name of this 
condition is orthostatic albuminurie. 
Cyclic albuminuria appears especially in 
young men and tn pale, neurotic adoles- 
cents. There are several albutminiike 
bodies which appear in the urine unde? 
certain circumstances. These are respon- 
aible for such conditions as peptonuria 
and albumosuria. After pneumonia pep- 
tonuria, whech is often mistaken for 
Bright's disease, develops in many cases. 


GLYCOSURILA. 


The presence of sugar in the urine is 
the characteristic of giycoosurie also 
called diabetes. There is always some 
sugar in the blood. So many of the life 
processes either make sugar aS a se@c- 
Londary product or burn sugar into energy 
that it would be strange if none were 
found in the blood. The tissues are al- 
ways rich in chemicals closely related to 
the sugars. 

The kidneys are not waste orgens for 
suger or ahy substance closely related to 
sugar. Such chemicals are burned into 
carbonic acid. which its excreted by the 
jiungs. But as the result either of exces- 
sive overeating or trouble In the pancreas, 
iver, or some structure Within the skull, 
b~ excessive amount of sugar gets into 

the blood, and the kidneys undertake to 


| rid the body of some of it. Twe resulting 


condition is glycosuria. It is always well 
to remember that giycosuria is only @ 
symptom, and that no opinion of the 
treatment or outlook of a given case fs 
of much value unless i is known of what 
condition it is a symptom. : 


ACETONURIA, DIACETONURIA, AND 
; OXYBUTYRIA. 


These are terms used to mdicate the 
presence in the urine of acetone, diacetic 
acid, and oxydbutyric acid. A more com- 
mon name for this condition—for usually 
most of these acids are present in the 
same specimen—is acidosis. Acidosia re- 
suits from improper diet. Generally 
speaking. the diet is [mproper in that it 
contains too much lean meat, milk. or 
eggs. What would be a proper diet for 
one person may ceuse acidos's in another. 
Tt ts especially lable to develop in dia- 
betes. pregnancy, Bright's disease, di- 
gestive disturbance [n babies, obesity, 
certain forms of insanity, and in recovery 


from anmethesia. The urine may heve a 
fruity, applelike odor. 
AMMONIURIA. 


Closely allied to the above is ammoni- 
ufie. In this condition a fair part of the 
nitrogen present in the urine is im the 
form of ammonia. In certain cases of 
acidosis the urine smelis ammoniacal 
when freshly voided. Mothers notice it 
on the diapers when food seems not quite 
to agree with baby. Short winded, obese 
people sometimes notice it. Pregnent 
women occasionally ask about it. This 
variety of ammoniuria is related to acido- 
sis. Then the urine.may become am- 
montacal es the resulé of decomposition, 
either on standing or from becteriai in- 
fection while etill in the body. 

In PHOSPHATURIA there is a heavy 
deposit of phosphates. In OXYALURIA 
there is a deposit of oxeletes. In LITHU- 
RIA there is a deposit of uric acid and 
urates,

NATION TO FIGHT 
FALSITY IN “ADS” 
Trade Commission Wants 


Facts on Unfair Meth- 
ods in Trade. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington; D. C., Nov. 21—[{Special.] 
—When representatives of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of America call on the 
federal trade commission on Tuesday to 
discuss dishonest advertising they will be 
informed tnat the commission regards 
such advertising as one of the worst 
among unfair methods of competition. 

The commission would welcome the 
presentation of specific cases of dishonest 
advertising. It doubts that the advertis- 
ing clubs’ representatives will be pre- 
pared to do this. 


Want Definite Complaints. 

The hearing on Tuesday will be one 
of the last in which the commission will 
give its attention to the presentation of 
views in the abstract. The members of 
the commission feel that the time has 
arrived for them to get about their busi- 
nese of dealing with particular cases as 
they arise. 

The congressional committees, which 
had charge of both the Clayton and fed- 
eral trade commission acts, believed tha 
dishonest advertising was one of the most 
virulent forms of unfair competition. N. 
B. Williams, a Washington attorney, 
who was associated with the house ju- 
diciary committee while the trust pro- 
gram was under consideration, said today 
that he regarded @ishonest advertising 
as the basis of unfair competition. 


Misleading the Public. 

** Dishonest or unfair competition,”’ Mr. 
Williams said, “is on careful analysis 
found to consist mainly in some form of 
untrue, deceptive, or misleading pub- 
Heity. Fundamentally, unfair competi- 
tion is proven by dishonest advertising.” 

Mr. Williams pointed out that already 
more than thirty states have laws mak- 
ing untrue, misleading, or deceptive state- 
ments of fact in advertising punishable 
by the criminai courts. 

The trade commission is not willing to 
attempt a censorship of advertising mat- 
ver.

Aftér a day of exciting sprints and 
tpurts, eight teams were on even terms in 
the six day bike race at the Coliseum at 
8B o'clock this morning, and the leaders 
were nine miles and five laps ahead of the 
world’s record. They had covered 1,112 
miles and three laps in fifty-two hours. 
The previous world mark was 1,102 miles | 
eight laps. : 

Starting just after the noon hour, two 
teams, the Mitten-Hansen and Cameron- 
Kaiser combinations, caught their rivals 
off watch in a “rest” hour and jumped 
a lap ahead of the field. They heid their 
itdvantage until 10 o'clock, when Eddie 
Madden and Ray Eaton of Newark put on 
2 susta_ned eprint and caught the leaders. 
Within fifteen minutes the teams left only 
one lap ‘behind went out in a determined 
effort to catch the pacemakers, and ina 
sprint continued for many laps, five more 
teams gained equal rating with the lead- 
era in the long grind. 


_ Two Teams Withdraw. 

The third night of the endurance ex- 
hibition, found two teams less than the 
fifteen that started. Thomas Grimm of 
Newark suffered an attack of appendi- 
citis and his partner, Tim Sullivan, could 
not find a new mate. Van Derstuyft and 
Clarence Miller also quit, but their part- 
ners teamed up and formed an Ohrt- 
Madonna combination.

Well Known Manufacturer 
and Politician Is Victim 
of Angina Pectoris. — 


David M. Pfaelzer, assessor of taxes 
for Cook county and for years prominent 
in city politics, died last night at his 
home, 4552 Woodlawn avenue, after an 
illness of more than two months. Death 
was due to angina pectoris. Mr. Pfael- 
zer would have been 68 years old today. 

Born in Laudenback, Baden, Germany, 
Nov. 23, 1852, Mr. Pfaelzer emigrated 
when he was 17 years old, coming direct- 
ly to Chicago.

Once Member of School Board. 

He was a member of the school board 
for a number of years amd took an ac- 
tive part in politics.

He 
was confined to his bed shortly after, 
and sank gradually following each heart 
attack.

Jews in Russia. Mr. Pfaelzer ie reputed 
to have left property in excess of $500,000.

The garments are on sale at the settle- 


ment. The girls make a complete apron 
for 36 cents and a child's dress for a 


doliar.

an Amerircan citizen. 


Held as War Suspect. 

Emil Miehlke is in jail in Edinburgh. 
He is being detained by the British gov- 
ernment. The British war department 
admits that his paseport is correct, but 
demands that he produce his nawwraliza- 
tion papers. This he canmot do, as they 
are in Chicago. 

Mrs. Miehike Hes critically ill at the 
Miehlke residence, 3818 South Albany ave- 
nue. She is about to undergo an opere- 
tion. The news of her husbands confine- 
ment in prison has been kept from her. 
In view of her condition it is feared that 
the shock might prove fatai. 

Mrs. Miehike’s mother, whose name is 
Mrs. Anna Wolff, 75 years old, is alone 
and, so far as known, unprovided for 
somewhere in East Prussia. When er- 
rested Mr. Miehike was on his way to 
Germany to find and care for the aged 
woman, if she is still alive. 


“Tribune” Asked to Act. 

The children and relatives of Mr. 
Miehike believe that the lives of hoth 
Mrs. Miehike and her mother. Mrs. Wolff, 
depend wpon the immediate liberation of 
the Chicago contractor. That is why 
they have asked that copies of Tux 
TRIBUNE, containing proof of Mr. 
Miehike’s American citizenship, be for- 
warded to the British authorities and the 
United States representatives in Bng- 
land. 

Mr. Miehike left Chicago the first of 
this month, bound for the little village 
of Mehieack, in Bast Prussia. He sailed 
from New York Nov. 6 on the Norwegian- 
American liner Kristianiafjord, which 
was detained by the British at Kirkwall. 


Herman Krauss Also Held. 

He and another Chicagoan, Herman 
Krauss, were taken ashore and impris- 
oned. Krauss also had passports, but 
was unable to produce his American hat- 
uralization papers. 

Krauss, previous to his departure for 
Germaay, was steward at the Municipal 
Tuberculosis sanitarium. He received a 
temporary appointment at the time of 
the opening of the sanitarium last Feb- 
ruary. He left there on Nov, 1 for Ba- 
varia to visit his mother, who is very il. 
He was to return to Chicago the first 
week in January. He is unmarried, and 
fe not known to the Miehike family. 
Friends are seeking documentary évi- 
dence here to free him also. 

Last fall, during the Russian drive into 
Germany, the Russians reached a point 
within a mile of Mrs. Wolff's country 
place at Mehisack. The aged woman 
was driven from her home by Russian 
artillery and became a refugee. 

Arrived Here 23 Years Ago. 

Miehike is 46 years oid. He came from 
Germany to Ohicago twenty-three years 
ago and began work asa bricklayer. He 
became a general contractor and builder, 
and now has real estate holdings in Chi- 
cago valued at $250,000. He is the father 
of eight children, all giris, eix of them at- 
tending Chicago public schools. 

Miehike’s final certificate of naturaliga- 
i tien wes isevued to him on Oct. 24, 1996; by 
John A. Linn, then clerk of the Superior 
court of Cook county. On the beck of the 
certificate is the United States state de- 
pertment stamp of the date of Oct. 9, 1916, 
showing that it was passed upon at Wash- 
ington before the issuance of a paseport 
for foreign travel, 

U. 8. Demands Release. 

Already Washington has verified Michi- 
ke's passports, and representations have 
been made for the Chicagoan’s release. 
The state department refuses to admit 
Great Britain's right to the investigation 
of naturalization papers when the paas- 
port has been certified to by the govern- 
ment of the United States. The position 
is taken that naturalized citizens of the 
United States, regardiese of what country 
they were born in or their former nation- 
ality, are entitled to all the privileges of 
born American citizens. 

The Miehlke cage is the most recent war 
echo in Chicago with regard to passport 
troubles. It ie not a pro-German case, 
nor a pro-ally, but “istinctly a pro-Ameri- 
van case. |

ghipments of wheat and flour from Min- 
geapolis and Duluth continue heavy, this 
being shown by the increase in stocks at 
Minneapolis of only 460,000 bu for the 
geek, in spite of heavy arrivals. 

Winter wheat receipts also are running 
heavy, and this is creating a somewhat 
easier tendency in cash prices at the 
winter wheat markets. Prices for wheat 
at the guif have been forced down to a 
competitive basis with the spring wheat. 


Winter Wheat Receipts Gain. 
Some increase in the export business 
fn winter wheat was reported, but the 
volume was not lange, while offerings 
showed a decided increase. Recently 
weather conditions have been fine and 
late seeding of winter wheat has gone 
ahead with a rush so that the shortage 
compared to last year may not be so 
great as was expected a short time ago. 
* The ocean freight eituation is giving 
shippers a good deal of worry. Foreign 
governments have announced their in- 
tention of requisitioning boats, and eail- 
ings of the Italian line have been can- 
celed as the result, it is supposed, of the 
submarine operations in the Mediterra- 
nean. Whether the requisitioning of boats 
by England is for the purpose, as claimed 
insome quarters, of causing the lowering 
of freight rates, or because of the neces- 
sity for the use of the boats in other 
lines, is unknown. The interruption of 
the Italian trade may be a serious mat- 
ter. 


Adequate Tonnage Needed. 

There is no question but that Europe will 
need a good deal of wheat, flour, and other 
foodstuffs from both this country and Can- 
eda for some time to come, butit leequal- 
ly certain both Canada and this country 
have a vast amountof wheat to dispose of, 
and the lack of sufficient ocean tonnage 
would be a serious market factor, 

From a statistical standpoint, wheat 
buyers abroad are now in the best posi- 
tion they have beer for some time, world’s 
Blocks now belng about the same as a 
year ago, with indications for further in- 
creases of substantial proportions.

A machine for testing the wearing qualities 
of cloth has been produced in Bradford, Eng- 
land, according to Consul A. E. Ingram, who is 
in that city. Relative wearing qualities of 
different pieces of cloth may be determined 
by placing them in the machine and giving 
them a uniform number of rubs, say 200 each. 
This makes it possible to compare one kind of 
cloth with its tmitation or to compare cloth 
samples of the same from different 
mills. 
In rr peed the machine a piece of cloth Is 
clamped in a rigid jaw and passes over 
rubbing surface formed by dull blades set in a 
cylinder. This cylinder makes one revolu- 
tion clockwise, then one in the opopsite direc- 
tion, and this is recorded by the counter as one 
rub. The other end of the cloth is — 
to a roller on which is placed a quadrant 
which any number of weights can be — 
pended, and thus put the cloth im tension. 
The machine can be driven by an electric 
motor, and when the cloth ts torn it stops auto-
